disclosures_of new plundering of the people’s 
funds by inner rings in the Treasury, Post­ 
office and Interior Departments, demonstrate 
that reform is more than ever a necessity, 
and demand a thorough investigation of 
these frauds. The assassination of the lato 
President is deplored in all its public and 
private aspects, and heartfelt sympathy for 
his family is expressed. The platform favors 
hard money, denonnces Republican support 
of the repudiation parties in Virginia, Min­ 
nesota, Mississippi and other States. The 
Republican Lagislature of New York is also 
denounced for its corruption and dishonesty. 
The resolution was adopted without dissent, 
and the nominations were proceeded with.

All the preliminaries of 
courtship had been carried on by signs 
with which Neapolitans as well as Ori­ 
entals are familiar, bat they wero tbe eyes 
which completed the conquest. 
What wa»

country forbade compulsion, and of her 
own free will she wonld not return to the 
house of the Khedive. 
A marriage was,

Ever since the arrival 
of Ismail Pasha great curiosity lias been 
felt by the Neapolitans—or they would 
have belied themselves—as to the ladies 
under his protection.

GIVING PATRIOTISM A DOUCHE BATH. 
The Yorktown celebration is a very fine 
affair, if only one can keep away from 
Yorktown ; but judging from the accounts 
the behavior of the citizens of that historic 
burgh is calculated to extinguish the tires 
of patriotism very quickly. For perceiving 
that accommodation of all kinds was cer­ 
tain to be in unprecedented demand, these 
good people have evidently determined to 
make all their fortunes at one stroke, and 
with this purpose have adopted such a 
tariff of charges as would horrify a Roths­ 
child or a Vanderbilt. They charge ten 
dollars a night for sleeping-room on the 
floor of a b3rn, and probably expect the 
guest to fiud hie own straw. They have 
effected a corner on provisions of all kinds, 
and on the various beverages in demand 
upon such occasions. Centennial celebra­ 
tions, they consider, cannot happen more 
than once in a generation, and so they are 
resolved to mako the most of their oppor­ 
tunity. As there is a very large attend­ 
ance this rapacity promises to be entirely 
successful, and the victims will have no re­ 
dress, since the Yorktown people will care 
nothing for threats of vengeance which 
cannot possibly be executed for a hundred 
years, 
ARTHUR AND THE STALWARTS. 
There are indications that President 
Arthur is not so thoroughly committed to 
the “ stalwart” programme as has been 
believed, and indeed it begins to seem 
possible that he may have an intention of 
controlling his own policy, which intention 
would of course be treason in the eyes of 
his friends. It is said, however, that he is 
carrying out the wishes of President Gar­ 
field regarding appointments, so far as 
they can be ascertained, and tha’-t he has 
shown a strong determination to u o this 
even in cases where the Garfield non imee 
happens to be specially obnoxious to 'ho 
“ stalwarts.’’ Of course it does not folio W 
that the Garfield nominees are any better 
than the Arthur nominees would be. In 
both cases the good of the public service 
appears to have been ignored after the 
usual fashion. But if President Arthur 
has backbone enough to make appoint­ 
ments which he knows to be offensive to 
the men who flatter themselves that they 
are going to dictate his course to him, the 
fair inference is that those people are far 
less certain to have their own way than 
they had supposed. And if this is the 
case it will be matter for general congratu­ 
lation. 


THE APACHE FIGHTING. 
Military doings in Arizona continue to 
be perplexing. A good many soldiers ap­ 
pear to be scattered over the country, but 
the Indians are conspicuous by their ab­ 
sence. They seem to have eluded the 
doubtless vigorous pursuit ef the troops, 
and for the time being to have escaped into 
Mexican territory. Some of the Federal 
captains arc apparently bent npon pursu­ 
ing them across the border, in which case 
the Mexican authorities will probably pro­ 
test, and while the two Governments are 
wrangling the Indians will get away. It 
is a pity that they could not have been im- 
imponnded in American territory, We have 
no intention to censure the military of­ 
ficers, for we do not possess the informa­ 
tion concerning the situation which would 
be necessary to an intelligent judgment of 
the case. Chasing Indians we know to be 
a very dubious kind of undertaking, and it 
is not often that white men are able to at­ 
tain distinguished success in it. Military 
methods, moreover, are such as to render 
it difficult to act with much quietness, and 
unless Indians are taken by surprise they 
are seldom taken at all As it is the Chi- 
ricahuas appear to have got away from 
their pursuers, and their capture has be­ 
come improbable, unless they shonld be 
rapidly followed into Mexioo deapite all 
protests. 


THE POLITICAL SITUATION IN NEW YORK. 
The political situation in New York is 
at present favorable to betting, for there 
is the amplest margin for contradictory 
opinions as to the outcome. The Repub­ 
lican party is in a very uncertain condition. 
The death of President Garfield has re­ 
stored hope to the “ stalwarts,” and these 
people are never content with anything 
less than absolute control of the organiza­ 
tion. They submitted at the late Conven­ 
tion to take the second place, simply be­ 
cause they could not help themselves. 
But they have been breathing threatenings 
and slaughter ever since Conkling was 
foiled in his effort at vindication, and 
though they are ostensibly reconciled, none 
who know them believe that they have 
abandoned their revengeful purposes. 
They believe that their best policy is to 
help the Democrats to a victory in the 
State. It is said that the most intimate 
friends of President Arthur wish New 
York to go Democratic, because they think 
such an event would be accepted as an 
awful warning of the evils certain to fol­ 
low any attempt to do without the aid of 
the “ stalwarts.” These politicians desire 
to make Arthur’s administration com­ 
pletely “ Btalwart,” but they want an 
excuse for reversing Garfield’s programme, 
and they believe that a Democratic victory 
in New York would furnish it. Of course 
it is not intended that the Republican 
“ stalwarts” shall retire openly from the 
fight. The intention is for them to affect 
to take part in it, bat at the same time to 
do nothing that could help the party. 
They are in short to make-believe until 
after the election, and then to confess 
frankly that they could not find it in their 
hearts to assist in bringing about a “ half- 
“ breed” success. 
The idea that the “ stalwarts” will bear 
no malice for the series of rebukes admin­ 
istered to them during the past summer, 
and that they will relinquish the purpose 
of paying off their debts of vengeance 
just when their side has come to the top 
again through the change in the Adminis­ 
tration, is incompatible with any intelli­ 
gent theory of their character and tenden­ 
cies. It is a peculiarity of this class of 
politicians that they can never persuade 
themselves that they have been in the 
wrong, or even admit that anyone who op­ 
poses them is in the right. They are, how. 
ever, shrewd enough to see that they must 
be aut Caiiar ant nulitis ; that there is no 
reason for their existence in a secondary 
role. And it is because of this conviction 
that they contemplate the present handing 
over of New York State to the Democrats 
with perfect placidity. Had their op­ 
ponents proposed Buch a policy, the “ stal­ 
warts ” would have been furious, but as 
the policy is their own, they can see no 
inconsistency in it. W hat they want is to 
convince the country that the Republican 
party cannot do without them, and there­ 
fore that they must be allowed to have 
their own way. And there can be no doubt 
that the Democrats would be perfectly 
willing to assist them in their treacherous 
design, but for the fact that the Democrats 
themselves happen to be in a good deal of 
trouble just now, and are consequently not 
at all sure of their own ability. 
For the Democratic camp is rent asun­ 
der by a gigantic effort to throw off the 
shackles of Tammany Hall. John Kelly, 
the representative of the latter interest, 
has been manifestly driven into a strait, 
and in a desperate endeavor to save the 
situation has solemnly posed as an anti­ 
monopoly champion. The Bight of this 
Tammany chief hobnobbing with Messrs. 
Thurber, Fred Conkling, et ah, and de­ 
nouncing vengeance upon the monopolies at 
a public meeting, must have been almost 
unique. It was so droll a spectacle that it 
could only have been possible as a forlorn 
hope. Kelly thought that by taking up 
the cant of the anti-monopolists he might 
be able to secure a diversion for Tam­ 
many. So far, however, his experiment 
seems to have failed entirely. Everybody 
langhs at his appearance in the new role, 
as the best joke of the season. Nobody 
thinks the movement has a serious side to 
it. And following close on the heels of 
this, the Democratic State Convention has 
excluded the Tammany delegation, thus 
practically reading John Kelly out of the 
party. It will be seen from this that the 
situations of the two parties are curiously 
alike, and that there is on either side a 
strong faction which seeks to compass the 
defeat of the organization. 
John Kelly says that Tammany can cast 
fifty thousand votes, and that none of them 
shall be cast for the ticket of a Convention 
which has had the bad taste to pnt him 
and his friends on the wrong side of the 
door. His estimate of the voting strength 
of Tammany may be open to revision, or 
he may have had in mind the somewhat 
singular methods by which Democratic 
majorities have been hitherto obtained in 
New York city. But there is no doubt’ 
;hat Tammany is a formidable power, and 
that if its weight is thrown against the 
State ticket of the Democratic party, the 
result must be problematical. And so it 
appears that while the liepnblican “ stal­ 
warts ” desire the defeat of their party, the 
Democratic Tammanyites are equally dis­ 
affected towards their organization. Both 
the parties, in fact, are heavily handi- 
c xpped, and in neither is there any proba- 
bil-’ty 
a reconciliation being reached 
bef0l *e the election. Kelly is fighting for 
power and plunder, and knows that it is 
his last chance. The “ stalwarts ” think 
it indi8pc usable that their party should be 
beaten, in order to show their importance. 
And thus t 
New York fight assumes a 
singular and t 'together perplexing aspect, 
and the wiliest «sd most experienced poli­ 
tician can do no more than guess at the 
outcome. It depi 'uda principally upon the 
question whether 
“ stalwarts ’ and 
Tammany will neuti "ulize one another, or 
to what extent they w. 'U do so. But it is 
“ anybody’s race” at present, and it 
threatens to remain so u. 'td the close of 
the polls. 
_____

The burning of Morrell's w w house in 
New York is much more than a' common 
fire. This building had been for .Years the 
favorite receptacle for some of ti ’a most 
valuable things in the city. Ricl’t D1611 
and women habitually sent their furm'ture> 
pictures, plate, jewelry, etc , to Morre R’*« 
when they went to Europe or to the 8, 
side. The total value of the goods the • 
gathered together was no doubt very far 
in excess of any of the estimates which 
have been made. It is as though a care­ 
ful selection of the most costly articles 
from all the wealthiest mansions in New 
York had been made for the purpose of 
destroying them. And it is probable that 
the aggregate of insurance on these 
precious things was quite inconsiderable. 
Nobody thought there was any danger, 
and then too nobody meant to leave their 
things at the warehouse for any length of 
time. It is somewhat curions that a few 
years ago a warehouse in London, called 
the Panopticon, and which was devoted 
to the same purposes as this one, was de­ 
stroyed by fire also. 
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W ashington, October 12th.—In the Senateto-day, 
Kellogg offered a resoluti n calling on the Secretary 
of State for all papers on file in his Department in 
relation to seizing one Vicenzo Rebello, an Italian, 
in New Orleans, in .Tune, 18S1, by one James 
Mooney ; also papers relating to the subsequent ex­ 
tradition of Rebello. 
Edmunds asked that the resolution lie over one 
day under the rule. It should, he thought, be ad­ 
dressed to the President, as it might include in its 
provisions some diplomatic papers between the two 
Governments. 
The resolution was laid over. 
Edmunds then called up his resolution continuing 
for the present session the standing committees of 
the Senate, as constituted at the last session. 
After some discussion by Garland, Edmunds said 
he would not press the resolution to-day. 
After an executive session the Senate adjourned. 
Executive Session—Caucuses. 
W ashington, October 12th.—In the executive 
sefsion of the Senate, no business was transacted 
other than to lay communications received from 
the President upon the table to await reference to 
appropriate committees when organized. Both the 
Democrats and Republicans met in caucus and or­ 
ganized this afternoon. The Democrats discussed 
the committee question, and without agreeing on 
any definite plan of apportionment merely decided 
to oppose the adoption of Edmunds’ resolution. The 
Republicans remained in session but a short time, 
discussing the general situation, and took no de­ 
cided action on any particular question. 
The Presidency o f the Senate. 
W ashington, October 12th.—The talk in the Re­ 
publican caucus, and by Republican Senators out­ 
side the caucus, is not generally favorable to the 
proposition to elect Davis of Illinois President of 
the Senate, and thus displace Bayard. The Repub­ 
licans appreciate the fact that they would be com­ 
pelled to elect Davis without any pledge from him 
as to how he would vote on party questions, and 
promineut Republican Senators say he would as 
likely vote with the Democrats a3 with the Repub­ 
licans on such questions. A Republican Senator 
said this morning that he preferred Bayard to Davis, 
because he knew just what to expect from Bayard. 
That if President Arthur should die, Bayard would 
naturally employ all the powers of his office while 
acting President to elect a Democratic President of 
the United States, and thus would unite the Repub­ 
lican party ; but Davis would probably adopt a mid­ 
dle or independent course, which might not help the 
Republican party. This Senator said the Republi­ 
cans bad no authoritative information whether 
Davis would accept the nomination or not, 
and that should they nominate him and 
he vote against himself, and thus defeat the move­ 
ment, it would be embarrassing. He expressed 
himself in favor of letting Bayard alone until the 
Republicans can elect one of their number. Bay­ 
ard has said that if the Republicaus nominate 
Davis he will move to elect him, and thus put him 
under as much obligation to the Democrats for his 
position as to the Republicans. Davis has informed 
a Senator, in.a friendly conversation, mo9t positively 
that ho would not consent to the use of his name, 
and that he will vote against any proposition to 
change the presiding officer. It is more than prob­ 
able that no effort will be made this session to dis­ 
place Bayard. The Republican Senators are desir­ 
ous of an early adjournment, and will not be likely 
to consume time in fighting over the presiding offi­ 
cer, unless they have a show of electing a Republi­ 
can. Neither party has positively decided anything 
about the election cf a Secretary or regular com­ 
mittees. The indications are that only such as are 
necessary will be created, though the Republicans 
will all support Edmunds’ resolution, and should 
Davis vote for it, it will be adopted. 
New Y ork, October 12th.—The Times and Trib 
unc favor the suggestion to elect Davis President 
of the Senate. The Tribune says: If it is true, as 
Judge Davis will not den}*, that the present situa­ 
tion places the peace of the country in peril by in­ 
viting any reckless and desperate man to change the 
administration through the use of a pistol, it is the 
duty of the Senate to end that state of things. 
Cabinet Gossip. 
W asuinoton, October 12th —In consequence of an 
earnest appeal, Postmaster-General James is to re­ 
main in the Cabinet until after the star route trials. 
It is not improbable that Windom may hold until 
December; also, that when James goes Arthur can 
succeed Windom by a New Yoiker. Unless James 
goes now, the President will feel ob’iged to choose 
Windom’s successor outside of New York.

W ashington, October 12th.—The President to­ 
day seat the following nominations to the Senate :

W ashington, October 12th.—Up to noon there 
has been about $350,000 in 3} per cent, bonds re 
ceived for redemption under the notice to redeem 
$5,000,000 of the bonds embodied in the one hundred 
and fifth call. Should there be more than $5,000,­ 
000 in bonds offered, it is quite probable that re­ 
demption will be made pro rata. 
Guttean’ft Case. 
Washington, October 12th.—Scoville, the brother- 
in-law and counsel of Guiteau, was in Court this 
morning and stated that he had no notice or infor­ 
mation as to when the arraignment of Guiteau 
would take place; that he had not yet received any 
answer from General Butler as to whether he would 
act as counsel for the defense; that the statement 
already published as to Merrick’s expressing a .will­ 
ingness to argue the question of jurisdiction (if 
ra’scd) is correct; that he has been advised by dis­ 
tinguished lawyers all over the country (including 
several Judges) to raise every question and make 
everj* point that can be properly made on behalf of 
his client; that such are al9o the instructions of 
Guiteau ; that he (Scoville) has no apprehension of 
personal violence being offered to the prisoner on 
his way to or from or in Court.

continuously from 12 o’clock m. to 7 o’clock p. m. 
Second—That all persons desiring to be voted for 
at said primary election as candidates for the Re­ 
publican nomination for said office, notify in writ­ 
ing, over their own proper signatures, the Chairman 
or~Secretary of this committee of sueh desire on or 
before 7:30 o’cloak p. m. on Friday, October 14,1S81, 
such notification to contain a statement that the 
person indorses the principles of the Republican 
party ; that he will support qualified Republicans 
for such offices as in the exercise of the duties of 
his office he shall have a vote in filling; that at the 
last Presidential election he voted for Garfield and 
Arthur electors, and that he will abide the result of 
said primary election and support the nominee.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


MR. KNOX AND THE POLICE. 
As the candidacy of W. F. Knox for the 
City Trusteeship is just now prominent in 
the public mind here, it has developed that 
there remains some little of what wa3 once 
a feeling of inharmony between the members 
of the police force that was in position while 
Mr. Knox was Street Commissioner and a 
member of the Board of City Trustees. In­ 
quiry as to the canse develops the fact that 
the only issue grew out of two circumstances. 
Some years ago there was an entertainment 
given by German citizens at Richmond Grove. 
The Chief of Police detailed an officer or offi­ 
cers to attend there, and protect those giving 
the entertainment from any interference. At 
the close of the affair the managers com­ 
plained to the Trustees that the police officers 
demanded §5 per man for service rendered. 
Trustee Knox held the demand to be 
groundless and without warrant, as the police 
officers are salaried, and th vt service by them 
when detailed at any considerable gathering 
of citizens is simply discharge of duty, and 
the people so meeting together should not be 
compelled to pay officers on duty extra fees. 
In this view Trustee Knox was upheld by all 
thoughtful ]>erple who had knowledge of the 
matter, he being plainly and unmistakably 
right in Lis position, and the opposite view 
being as unquestionably a mistaken one. 
The other circumstance which raised an 
issue between the then police, or certain 
of them, and the Trustee, was where 
a salaried police officer went to another 
State to work up a case to secure 
an arrest 
for a reward, and during 
his absence of about a month put ¡¡no 
substitute on the force in his place. 
The officer desired to draw his salary for the 
time he was absent, and Trustee Knox re­ 
sisted it, holding that when an officer, paid 
by the city, undertakes State detective busi­ 
ness, he cannot do it at the expense of the 
city, which, even if it had ever so large a 
force, cannot pay officers for time not served; 
that if officers go abroad to secure rewards, 
the rewards are compensation enough, and if 
not secured, that is simply a hazard the offi­ 
cers take. In this case, a3 iu the former, 
citizens who consider the business principles 
involved, will with unanimity sustain Mr. 
Knox’s view of the matter. His position in 
both cases was that at which thinking people 
must arrive who give the matter proper con­ 
sideration. 
. »— 
M e tro p o litan T h e a te r.—It is sincerely 
to be regretted that Mr. Stetson and his 
troupe were compelled, by the illness of Mr. 
Colton, to open the season of their stay in 
the drama “ Neck and Neok.” Could they 
have appeared in “ Kentuck,” the play of 
last night, they would have won instant suc­ 
cess. It is a melodrama, partly of the back­ 
woods and border, and partly of Southern 
life, but iu both Bhades natural, with quite as 
little of the extravagant and unreal as is Reen 
in such plays, and with much more of the 
probable ami the real, in plot and action, 
than is found in most dramas purporting to 
present peculiar phases of American life. In 
fact it is a chaste play. Some of its scenes 
are very attractive, some thrilling, and not 
one is dull. Precisely such scenes as were 
last night depicted—with allowance for dra­ 
matic over-color—have been all too common 
in the South and the far West, and precisely 
such feuds have anti do exist in this 
country as are detailed in “ Kentuck.” 
The anting was, with a single exception, 
good, Miss Ingham lacking in vigor, 
feeling and earnestness, Mr. Stetson as the 
horse-racing, stock-raising Kentuckian, who, 
despite his rough exterior, was true as gold 
at heart, was excellent, and none the less wa3 
Mr. Colton as the ex-Confederate Colonel, 
whose chivalrous ideas were not a particle ex­ 
aggerated, for he gave a faithful picture of a 
type of character becoming rare, but once 
general enough in the South. Doyle, Vivian, 
Francecuer, Meredith, Misses Deaves, Pierce 
and Hayuor, were faithful, and aided in the 
general successful result. There were some 
trivial errors in last night’s representation, 
but they did not detract from the real inter­ 
est of the play, and though some of the me­ 
chanical effects were hardly up to the stand­ 
ard, the plot and action were not marred. 
The company is very well assorted for jnst 
such plays as “ Kentuck,” and the play, in 
truth, is better far than most of the “ West­ 
ern” dramas, and a hundred times superior in 
sentiment to the whole list of “sensational 
society dramas ”—may the number grow 
steadily less. “ Kentuck ” will be repeated 
this evening, and should bring to Stetson a 
goodly audience. 
T h a t B ab t’s E sta te —A full account was 
some time since given of the mysterious baby 
which was deposited in the dead of night at 
the residence of Mr. Slayback, between Fol­ 
som and Shingle Springp, in April last, 
and the mother of which, Mrs. Mary B. 
Taggart, died in June at San Diego. Several 
applications were made for the guardianship 
of the baby, inasmuch as it was sole heir to 
an estate left by the mother and valued at 
§100,000. The guardianship was recently 
awarded to the Miss Slayback who was a 
conspicuous friend of Mrs. Taggart in the 
episode, and after considerable time and 
legal maneuver, upon contest for admin­ 
istration of the estate, Miss Slayback has 
also been granted letters of administration, 
and now legally holds the mysterious baby on 
one knee and its purse on the other.

CITY FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
Several changes and improvements are 
being made in th 9 buildings of the city Fire 
Department, in part made necessary by the 
recent purchase of the Hayes truck, which 
is about ten feet too long for the hook and 
ladder trnck-honse on Fifth street. To meet 
this emergency the Corporation-house on 
Fourth street, between K and L, known as 
“ Knickerbocker 5,” is being remodeled and 
converted into a hook and ladder-house, a3 
it has sufficient depth for the new truck, and 
the present quarters on Fifth street will here­ 
after be used for a Corporation-house and for 
storing the extra engine, hose trucks, etc. 
To enable the use of the Fourth-street 
building for this purpose, the frcnt doors are 
being changed from swinging to sliding action. 
A stall for one horse Í3 constructed upon each 
side of the truck, in the rear part of the 
building, in which the horses will stand, 
facing the front of the building, so as to be 
able to go into position, at the alarm of fire, 
without the necessity of turning around in 
the stalls. This will tend to avoid accidents 
to the horses and also enable quicker response 
to alarms. Sleeping-rooms will be fitted up 
in the second story for the truckmen, in the 
room now occupied as the office of the Fire 
Commissioners, and if there should not re­ 
main sufficient room for the meetings and 
future use of the Board, the second story of 
the building on Fifth street will be 
arranged and made suitable for that 
purpose. 
A new room for storage of 
feed has been built upon the rear end of 
Knickerbocker 5, and the whole work of re­ 
modeling and preparation will be completed, 
and the change of quarters made the present 
week. The general alarm-bell will remain 
in the tower of the Fifth-street building, but 
the alarm-gong will be transferred to the new 
quarters of the Hook and Ladder Company. 
Under this change the headquarters of 
Chief Engineer Sullivan and Aesistant 
O’Mara will be at the new Corporation- 
house, on Fifth street, where suitable quar­ 
ters will be fitted up, and which will be more 
central than their present location. 
Engice-house No. 1, on Second_ street, 
is also receiving attention to improve 
its arrangements. 
As at present con­ 
structed, the engine horses stand sidewise 
to the street and at the rear of the building. 
The old stalls are being removed and new 
ones built, so that the horses will face to the 
front, towards the street. Iu this position, 
when the chain in front of them, which keeps 
them in their stalls, is dropped by the first 
stroke of the alarm bell, the horses will be 
faced towards their respective places at the 
engine pole, and will go directly to it with­ 
out the less of time or liability to accident 
consequent upon having to turn around in 
the stall upon sudden start and excitement 
whenever alarms are given. To accomplish 
this change the present central arched parti­ 
tion will bs removed and an iron girder 
placed above, to support the ceiling and 
weight above. Another improvement will 
be changing the stairway to the sleeping 
rooms of the firemen from the left hand side, 
at the rear part of the building, where it is 
now located, to the front end, immediately 
at the right hand of the entrance. By this 
change the firemen in going from their 
sleeping-rooms above, in response to an 
alarm, will reach the lower floor in front of 
the engine and horses, instead of at the rear 
of the engine-room as heretofore, and thuB 
economize in time, which is always an impor­ 
tant point in the arrangements of fire depart­ 
ments. 
These improvements, directed by 
the Board of Fire Commissioners, are being 
made under the supervision of Chief Sullivan, 
and the entire cost upon the buildings re­ 
ferred to will be only about §500, in accord­ 
ance with contracts upen which the work is 
being dune.

In response, after some hesitation, and no 
one offering to epeak, J. R Watson ad­ 
dressed the committee. He said that this 
was an unusual occasion, such a one that 
the committee could very properly take it 
upon themselves to make the nomination, 
inasmuch as a man whom they well knew, 
was the choice, the speaker believed, of 
seven-eighths of the people of Sacramento 
for the vacancy now existing ; that while he 
did not believe, as a rule, the committee 
should make nominations, but that they 
should be left to the people, this was an ex­ 
ception, and as it was the general voice of 
the people they might with safety express 
that voice in this instance by making the 
nomination indicated. At the last election 
for Second Trustee, he said, he nomina­ 
ted Air. Knox for the same office, and assert­ 
ed that he was a sound Republican; that after 
Mr. Davis had been nominated in place of 
Mr. Knox, the latter was urged by many to 
run as an independent candidate, but be re­ 
fused to do so, and did all he could for the 
election of Mr. Davie, and voted for him ; 
that Air. Knox, at the last Presideutial elec­ 
tion, came down from the mountains, where 
he was employed, for the sake of voting for 
Garfield and Arthur, and did so vote. In 
conclusion, he expressed the opinion that if 
the committee saw proper to nominate him 
without holding a primary it would meet 
with general approval, and would insure his 
election. 
The matter was briefly discussed by mem­ 
bers of the committee and others, and finally, 
upon motion of A. J. Rhoades, it was or­ 
dered by a roll-call of the committee that a 
primary be held in accordance with the Craw­ 
ford plan, and that none be allowed to vote 
except those who voted I t Garfield and 
Arthur at tho last Presidential election, and 
who will pledge themselves to vote for the 
Republican nominee at the coming election. 
A call for a primary, embodied iu the reso­ 
lutions published this morning in another 
column, was then prepared and adopted, ap­ 
pointing said primary to be held on Satur­ 
day, the 15th inst., between the hours of 12 
m. aud 7 p. M. The resolutions require also 
that all persons who are candidates, and de 
sire to be voted for at said primary, notify 
the Chairman or Secretary of the committee 
of such desire on or before 7:30 r. M. to-mor­ 
row, and that such notice shall contain a 
statement that the candidate indorses the 
principles of the Republican party ; that he 
will support qualified Republicans for offices 
which he may have a vote in filling, and that 
he will abide the result cf the primary elec­ 
tion and support'its nominee. A motion waf 
also adopted that each candidate submitting 
such notice to the committee should accom­ 
pany it with 810, to aid in defraying the ex­ 
penses of the primary election. 
The meeting throughout was very harmo­ 
nious, and upon conclusion of the business 
before it the committee adjourned to meet at 
7:30 to-morrow evening at the Union Hotel, 
for the purpose of receiving the names of 
candidates, in sceordance with the resolu­ 
tions. The polling places and officers for 
holding the primary election are published iu 
the formal call.______

S a n F ra n c isc o , October 12th.—The Brit­ 
ish bark Avona, from Auckland, arrived thi- 
evening, having on board five of the crew of 
the British bark Arcadia, wrecked June 5th 
on Ducil’s Island. The crew reached the 
island in the boats, whence they were taken 
bv the Avona. She also brings the Captain, 
officers and crew of the British ship Mon­ 
tarais, from Hull to Wilmington, Cab, with 
coal. The Montargis took fire October 2d in 
37.37 north, 141.47 west. Tha Avona sighted 
her, and after lying by her two days took all 
hands off. Otherwise the result would have 
been disastrous, as the Montargis bad only 
one small boat available.

met by a gang of ten or fifteen Chinamen, 
who ordered him to stop.

About 
forty or fifty shots were fired, tbe heathens 
running alter the wagon for some distance. 
When Cole arrived at his home, a quarter of 
a mile off, the Chinaman who had been rid­ 
ing in the wagon was missing.

In facb he did not know of 1G0 acres of 
wheat land that would not be seeded. Farm­ 
ers are already engaged in patting in their 
crop3 in that section.

The Indian O utlook. 
T ccso n , October 12th.—A special to the 
Citizen from San Carlos says: Mr. Turner, 
of . Globe, whose son was killed at Cherry 
creek about the time of the outbreak, ac­ 
cused Nadish of beiog cognizant of the in­ 
tended raid on Middleton’s ranch. 
Nadiski 
has been threatened with death if he goes to 
gather his corn up there. He has been con­ 
sidered a very reliable Indian, but fears tbe 
threats. 
He has sent his pass, issued by 
General McKenzie, to Colonel Tiffany, and 
no longer visits the Agency. 
Colonel Tiffany goes to Camp Thomas this 
afternoon, to consult with General McKenzie. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
AVii.LCPX, October 12tb.—Reports from 
Bernard, dated Guadalupe Canyon, October 
9th, say the Indian trail leads into the Guad­ 
alupe Mountains. The Indians were facili­ 
tated in escaping by the extra stock which 
they had with them. Bernard must have 
been across the Mexican line pursuing the 
hostiles. A great many cf th6 cavalry horses 
broke down, owing to the long and continu­ 
ous march, tbe troop3 being thirty-six hours 
without food. 
Colonel Sanford will place his command 
near the Mexican border, and will try to as­ 
certain, with the co-operation of the Mexi­ 
can authorities, where the hostiles now are, 
and proceed against them. 
Supplies are to be sent to the troop3 at 
Carmisillo Springs, N. M. 
The Indians abandoned the greater portion 
of their plunder, which was found by the 
troops scattered along the trail. 
The report which reached here last evening 
o! Indians attacking a ranch between Cedar 
Springs aud Thomas turns out to be merely a 
rumor. A str.ge-driver who left Thomas last 
night, and who arrived here at 1 o’clock this 
morning, ssys a party of soldiers were en­ 
camped at Cedar Springs, and in tha evening 
were firing guns iu tho camp. Teamsters en­ 
camped about half a mile from there heard 
the shots, and Being parties in the distance 
rounded up their animals and sent a messen­ 
ger post haste to Thomas with the report that 
tbe ranch had betn attacked by Indians. 
Colonel MeK-nzie dispatched a party of cav­ 
alry at once, who, upon arrival, found it was 
a big fright—nothing in it. Parties who ar­ 
rived here about 2 o’clock say all is quiet the 
entire distance between here and Thomas, 
for teams are being met along the road every 
few miles. 
A large train left here to-day for Thomas 
with Government supplies, with an escort 
furnished by Colonel Sanford. 
MtLellan and his troops are expected to 
arrive here to-morrow.

Reports from Sonora say the locating 
engineers of the Atchison, 
Topeka and 
Santa Fe 
Railroad are now 
here 
in 
charge of Mr. Eldridge. 
Mr. Starret has 
been appointed resident engineer, with head­ 
quarters at B íueop. 
A division engineer 
will in the future be stationed at this place. 
It will take abont fift- en days for the locators 
to reach this place. The railroad has been lo­ 
cated along the bluff up Bsrbacomari creek 
from Calabnsas. The report says that J. H. 
Hampson, the engineer, with a surveying 
party, arrived there Monday night, and have 
laid out the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad to that point. Tho contract is made 
to have the rails laid to that point by the let 
of February next. 
Ex-'Jvvernor Luis E. Tones, of Sonora, is 
here. He is one of the Directors of the 
Gnaymas lliilroad, and will leave to-morrow 
moroirgfor Boston, to confer with the officers 
of the road. He says Mr. Zamora, Inspector 
of Public Works,will recommend tbe building 
of the Magdalena route, and that the lead­ 
ing people of the State of Sonora are much 
interested in the building of the railroad. 
He thinks the Apaches will soon be driven 
from Sonora, as the Mexican troops better 
understand how to fight them, and w 11 Boon 
w rry them back into Arizona, and that they 
will soon run short of patent cartridges, 
which will force them to return for nsw 
supplies. 
Reports from the cattle rarges sonth of 
Tucson say two Mexican herders were killed 
Tuesday, and that eleven wounded Indians 
were seen in the vicinity of Sanford’s ranch.

The pastor of St. M ary’s Roman Catholic 
Church, I’ittsbnrgh, announces th at he 
will refuse absolution to any parent or 
guardian who sends children to the public 
instead of the parochial schools. 
A mem­ 
ber declares that, in case of the priest’s 
refusal to spiritually minister to his family 
in the manner prescribed by the usages of 
.the Church, recourse will be had to the 
civil law. 
Several years ago Fred Kastorff fled from 
Byron, AA'is., in consequence of having 
committed a crime, and after a time all 
search for him was abandoned.

There has been an acrimoni­ 
ous controversy and a trial before the 
Presoytiry, in which Mr. Roberts 
dentally accused a reverend brother 
“ bombast, malignity and ingratitude,” 
and Mrs. Cooper remark d that she would 
rather have her cousin Ingersoll’s society 
in hell than her pastor’s in heaven. 
Mrs. 
Cooper was pronounced a heretic by a vote 
of 9 to 8. 
An editor in Chicago last week ordered 
a new pair of trousers from the tailor. 
On 
trying them on they proved to be several 
inches too long. 
It being late on S iturJay 
night, the tailor’s shop was closed, and the 
editor took the trousers to his wife, and 
asked her to cut them off and hem them 
over.

The same result fol­ 
lowed an application to the wife’s sister 
and the eldest daughter. 
But before bed­ 
time the wife, repenting, took the pants, 
and. cutting off six inches from the legs 
hemmed them nicely, and restored them 
to the closet. 
Half an hour later the 
daughter, taken with 'compunction for her 
untilial conduct took the trousers and, cut­ 
ting ofl six inches, hemmed and replaced 
them. 
Finally the sister-in-law felt the 
pangs of conscience, and she, too, per­ 
formed an additional surgical operation on 
the garment. 
AA’hen the editor appeand 
at breakfast on Sunday, the family thought 
a highland chieftain had arrived, for the 
trousers reached only to the middle of his 
thigh.
